1.78(a)(3) and 1.78(a)(6). 

Applicants request the following priority claims and benefits: Applicants' U.S. 
Application Serial No. 10/067,974, filed February 8, 2002, claims the right of priority under 35 
U.S.C. 1 19(e) to U.S. Provisional Application No. 60/267,183, filed February 8, 2001 (now 
abandoned), and U.S. Application Serial No. 10/067,974 is a continuation under 35 U.S.C. 120 
of U.S. Application Serial No. 09/722,441, filed November 28, 2000 (pending, now allowed) 
which claims the benefit of priority under 35 U.S.C. 1 19(e) to U.S. Provisional Application 
Serial Nos. 60/184,130, filed February 22, 2000 (now abandoned) and 60/173,707, filed 
December 30, 1999 (now abandoned).

Application).
